1 . DURING COCOM MEETING MAR 16 FRENCH DEL INQUIRED AS

COMPANY REPRESENTATIVE THAT DUE TO THE HEAVY LOAD OF

ADVISED APPLICANTS OF A DELAY OF UP TO SIX MONTHS 

FOR THIS SORT OF CASE. THE FRENCH REGRETTED THAT THE

2. USDEL RESPONDED THAT US AUTHORITIES WHILE IN FACT

AND THAT SUCH DELAYS WERE ONLY ATTRIBUTABLE TO SPECIAL
